At this holiday feast, CST, serves up a smail plate and invites 
all to come. Center. Stage offers to satisfy our hunger for the 
hope of redemption, and all we need do is go. 

CST never seems to want for musical talent. A 23 person 
choir reverently opens the show with “His Truth Still Marches 
On.” Wilton Smith the perfect angel, moves the audience with 
“We Shall Behold Him.” 

Roger Jacobs, a man with energy plus, drives home the 
message in “Tribute.” Annette Scott reaches out and takes 
hold of our hearts with “I! Love The Lord.” Powerful soprano, 
Terri Banks, to whom the program is dedicated, proclaims with 
a clarion voice “The Battle Is Over.” And George Philmore, a 
man seemingly filled with The Holy Ghost, testifies “Look 
Where He Brought Me From.” 

My personal favorite was Byron Clayborne. In “Jesus Is My 
Friend” and “Take A Little Time,” | saw a man of emotional 
sensitivity, unusual for one his age. 

Dance is very effectively used in Black Nativity. “Glorify The

The stage is pleasing to the eye. The white and gold set 
provides an excellent background for the colorful Biblical 
costumes.

The directors of Black Nativity-Gall White, Choreo- 
grapher, V. Shaye, Music Director,-and Jeannine Sessoms, 
Executive Director-have taken a diverse group of amateurs 
and produced a near professional quality exhibition.

Both home and business 
customers will be receiving an 
information package which 
includes an official notification 
of the service, the ballot to be 
returned with the customer's 
choice and the answers to 
questions frequently asked 
about DIAL 1 PLUS. 

“Ohio Bell is strongly urging 
customers to chose & long dis- 
tance company now,” Kandel 
said. “Those who do not have 
their responses to us by 
December 31 will. have a long 
distance company selected for 
them, 

“Customers should read the 
information carefully, mark a 
choice on the ballot, sign and 
date the card and mail it back 
to Ohio Bell in the enclosed, 
stamped envelope. Ohio Bell 
will notify the selected com- 
panies,” he added. 

Kandel also reassured cus- 
tomers who are not affected by 
this particular conversion that 
Ohio Bell will contact them in 
ample time to make a selection 
when their areas are converted 
to DIAL 1 PLUS. “The ballots 
are mailed far in advance of 
each changeover,” he said.

The settlement requires 
companies like Ohio Bell to 
offer all long distance carriers 
the same kind of access to 
local switching and transmis- 
sion lines. The service is being 
phased in over several years. 

in addition, arecent FCC rul- 
ing requires that all customers 
who do not select a long dis- 
tance company when DIAL 1 
PLUS ‘become available to 
them be assigned to one. To 
make these assignments, Ohio 
bell uses a formula based on 
the percentage of customers 
who make a choice from the 
companies listed on their 
ballots. 

“For example,” Kandel said, 
“if 15 percent of the customers 
choose company ‘X', then 15 
percent of those who DO NOT 
make a selection will be 
assigned to company ‘x’. 

Prior to DIAL 1 PLUS, callers 
using long distance companies 
other than AT&T were required 
to dial as many as 23-digits to 
complete their long distance 
calls. —

However, the legal machina- 
tions have not ended, and the 
state is continuing to pursue 
lawsuits against ESM auditor 
Alexander Grant Co., Home 
State owner and Marvin 
Warner, and other Home State 
principals. 

Home State was forced to 
close in March, 1985, after sus- 
taining $147 million in losses 
through failed investments in

The collapse of Home State 
also forced the closure of 70 
other savings and loan institu- 
tions in Ohio, all of whom were 
insured by the privately-owned 
Ohio Deposit Guarantee Fund,

After Celeste closed the 
institutions, the governor and 
legislature devised a bailout 
plan which cost the state $125 
million to assist the sale of 
Home State to Hunter Savings 
Association.

Teen pregnancy: A pocketbook issue 


Teen Pregnancy costs all of us-- 
sometimes in ways we do not 
realize. : 

First, there are the known social 
costs. We have seen that children 
who have children often end up 
dropping out of school, only to 
face joblessness and a higher risk 
of living in poverty. In the Black 
community, in particular, we know 
that high rates of teen parenthood 
are damaging the social fabric. 

Whether we realize it or not, teen 
pregnancy costs alt of us in 
another way; in our. pocketbooks. 
The families and friends of teen 
parents know this, because they 
often must pay much of the medi- 
cal and other costs of too-early 
parenthood. The rest of us payina 
less direct way -- on our tax dol- 
lars, which go to support the 
government-provided services 
that young people often need if 
they have children before they are 
ready. 


There are no formal estimates of 
the national cost of teen preg- 
nancy, but itis in the many billions 
of dollars each year. 

Take the state of Illinois, for 
example. A new, first-of-its-kind 
study prepared at Northwestern 


University has fund that “teenage 
pregnancy and its associated 
problems cost the citizens of IHli- 
nois an estimated $853 million 
annually.” Each Illinois household 
is paying an average of $202 a year 
through higher taxes, individual 
cost outlays, and higher costs 
passed along by business. 

This money is going to pay for 
such essential teen pregnancy 
items as deliveries, newborn care 
and medical attention for infants 
and income supports, Medicaid 
and day care services for teen 
mothers. The report does not even 
attempt to tally the longer term 
social costs, such as unemploy- 
ment and poverty. 

Two sectors in Illinois are bear- 
ing a disproportionately heavy 
cost burden, according to the 

. The first is fhe state’s poor 
families. Although the government 
bears some of the costs of teen 
pregnancy among impoverished 
Americans, poor families must 
somehow scrape up the money to 
pay for what government does not 
je, virtually all 
spent support- 
are not covered 
programs.
